The House again voted for an Engrossing Clerk and 
W. Chamberlain was elected by 22 votes. 

Wena (Webster) was sworn in as Speaker for the House 
of Representatives by Justice Robertson of the Supreme 
Court. 

The Members from Hawaii, Maui and Molokai, Oahu and 
Kauai, were then sworn in by the Speaker. 

The House again proceeded to vote for a Sergeant at 
Arms and W. C. Parke was elected by 19 votes. 

5 votes were cast for Hale. 

Baluina (Baldwin) moved that the rules of last year 
be adopted as the rules for this Session. 

Widemann moved that they be adopted with the exception 
of Rule 21. 

The motion by Widemann was carried and it was voted 
the Rule 21 be stricken out. 

12 voted Aue. 10 voted No. 

Ballots were prepared for a Chaplain for the House 
and L. Kamika (L. Smith) was elected. 

13 ballots were cast for Kamika (Smith) . 
2 " " “ for Moku. 
7 i ti " for Pekelo. 

A motion was then made that the seats be drawn by 
ballots. 

But on motion of Harris it was voted that the rules 
be suspended and that each and every one be seated in 
the seats then occupied by them. 

On motion of Widemann, the House adjourned to 10

At the hour of 11 1/2, the House of Representatives 
met again. 

On motion of Harris it was voted that a Committee 
be appointed to prepare a reply to the King's Speech.

Referred to the Committee on Elections. 

Moku read a Petition praying that the Act to reduce 
the evils and diseases arising from prostitution be 
repealed. 

This Petition contained 78 signatures. 
Manini moved to lay this Petition on the table. 
Kipi moved to refer this to the Judiciary Committee. 
It was adopted and it was then referred. 

Webster read a Petition from Hanalei, Kauai, pray- 
ing that A. S. Nuuanu, the Representatives for said 
District be dismissed, setting forth certain charges 
against him. 

This Petition contained 70 signatures. 
Referred to the Committee on Klections. 

Harris for the Select Committee appointed to prepare 
a reply to the King's Speech submitted a report. 

He then proceeded to read the reply and Kaauwai 
read the transalation of the same in the Hawaiian language. 

On the amended motion of Kaakua it was voted that 
the reply prepared by the Committee be engrossed and that 
said Select Committee present the said reply to the King. 

Baluina (Baldwin) for the Select Committee appointed 
to attend to the matter of printing the minutes of the 
House, reported that the following prices have been 
ascertained. 

10 cents a copy for each of the two English papers, 


nnd 5 cents a copy for each of the Hawaiian papers, the 
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Kuokoa and the Pakepika. 

On motion of Hitchcock it was voted that the report 
of the Committee be received and that it be placed upon 
the table. 

Kaakua moved that it be adopted that the sum of One 
Dollar a day be paid for the services of the Janitor of 
this House. 

On motion of Kipi it was voted that this Resolution 
be laid on the table. 

On motion of Hitchcock it was voted that this House 
take 27 copies of the "Polynesian" and "Advertiser" and 
100 copies of the "Kuokoa" and "Pakepika." 

Kipi gave notice of his intention to introduce a 
Bill providing that the District Judges be paid out of 
the fees and not by yearly salaries. 

Rhodes introduced a Resolution, providing that 
Mila (Mills) be appointed Translator for the House. 

Kipi moved to lay this Resolution on the table and 
that a Select Committee be appointed to look fora 
Translator and report back to the House.

This Petition was referred back for a translation 
and the various Sections were referred to the Committees. 

Kahananui read a Petition from Hana containing 53 
signatures with the following prayer. 

To reduce the salaries of all Government Officials. 

Referred to the Finance Committee. 

Kahookaumaha read a Petition from South Kona con- 
taining 272 signatures with the following prayers. 

That horses and mules be included in the property 
tax and not under a special tax as at present. 

That the granting of peddling licenses be renewed. 

That the salaries of Government Officials under the 
King be reduced. 

That Government positions be not given to foreigners 
or habitual drunkards or to persons who are in the habit 
of taking intoxicating drinks secretly or publicly. 

That all Government Officials who are drunkards, ve 
dismissed from Office. 

That the Law to reduce the evils and diseases aris- 
ing from Prostitution be repealed. 


That the distillation of spirituous liquors be not

The various Sections were referrec to the Committees. 

Dowsett presented his Credentials from the District 
of Honolulu and he was then sworn in by the Speaker. 

Kapihe read a Petition from Makawao containing 96 
signatures with the following prayers. 

Section 1. That the distillation of spirituous 
liquors be not allowed in this kingdom. 

Section 2. That the sale of spirituous liquors to 
Native Hawaiians be not allowed. 

Section 3. That the number of Government Employees 
be reduced and that some of them be dismissed. 

Section 4. That the salaries of Government Officials 
under the King be reduced. 

The various Sections were referred to the Committees. 

Moku read a Petition from Kaanapali containing 77 
signatures, praying that the salaries of Government 
Officials be reduced. 

Referred to the Finance Conmittee. 

Harris read the report of the majority of the 
Judiciary Committee on the Petition from Kaanapali pray- 
ing that the Law to reduce the evils and diseases arising 
from prostitution be repealed. 

The majority of the Committee recommended tnat a 
Bill be introduced to repeal said Law, and that they 
have drafted a Bill to repeal the same. 

Harris again submitted a report by the minority of 
the said Committee, recommending that said Petition be 
laid on the table, 


On motion of Baluina (Baldwin) as amended by Kipi

it was voted that these two reports be referred to the 
Comaittee of the Whole for to-day and be placed upon the 
order of the day. 

Baluina (Baldwin) for the majority of tne Select 
Committee appointed to look for a translator, recomnended 
that Hale be appointed. 

Rhodes for the minority of the Committee recommended 
G. W. Mills as translator. 

The balloting then proceeded and Hale was electec. 

13 Ballots were cast for Hale and 12 for Mills. 

The Speaker read a Communication from the Minister 
of the Interior, transmitting the Biennial Report of the 
Chief Justice. 

On motion of Baluina (Baldwin) the Report of the 
Chief Justice was received anc it was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee with the instructions that they have 
the said report printed. 

The Speaker read a Communication from the President 
of the Board of Education, enclosing his Biennial Report. 
On motion of Towsett it was voted that the House 
receive the said Report, and that upon the completion of 
the printing of the same it be returned to the Poard of 

Education. 

The Speaker read a Communication from H. M. Wini 
(H. M. Whitney) for permission to occupy a seat at the 
reporters! table. 

On motion of Rhodes it was voted that the Newspaper 
Reporters be permitted to occupy seats in the House. 

Kipi introduced a Bill to amend the Act relating 


to the pay of the District Judges and also providing

that they be paid out of the fees of their Courts. 

On motion of Baluina (Baldwin) the rules were 
suspended and this Bill was read for the second time by 
title. 

It was voted on the motion of Rhodes that it be 
referred to the Judiciary Committee for consideration, 
and it was so referred. 

Kipi gave notice of his intention to introduce 
to-morrow a Bill providing for the granting of peddling 
licenses.

On motion of Dowsett, this was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Elections. 

Kaapa read a Petition from Hilo containing 190 sig- 
natures with the following prayers. 

To provide an appropriation for the construction 
of a Hospital at Hilo. 

To give to all, free and equal privileges to public 
lands. 

That Awa be freed. 

That all worthless Government employees be dismissed, 

The various Sections were referred to the Committees.

That the salaries of Government Officials be reduced. 
Referred to the Committees. 

Pomaikai read a Petition containing 142 signatures 
praying. 

That the salaries of Government Officials be reduced. 

That the distillation of spirituous liquors be 
permitted in this Kingdom. 

The subjects were referred to the Committees. 

Barenaba read a Petition from certain residents at 
Puunui in Nuuanu, containing 66 signatures in which they 
state that they are having trouble over a right of way 
for an outlet. 

They have made a Petition to the Commissioners of 
Rights of Way, but no attempt has been made to relieve 
them of this difficulty. 

On motion of Kipi it was voted that this Petition 
be laid on the table. 

Nuuanu read a Petition from Hanalei, containing 56 
signatures praying that the Road Tax be reduced to three 
working days a year, or else a tax of One Dollar shall 
be substituted. 

On motion of Kipi, this Petition was laid on the 
table. 

Makaiaula read a Petition from Puna, containing 113 
signatures with the following prayers. 

1. That the Prisoners be put to work on the Roads. 

2. That the salaries of Government Officials be 


reduced, excepting the salaries of the King and the 
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Minister of the Interior. 

3. That the distillation of spirituous liquors be 
not allowed. 

4. That certain Government Officials be dismissed 
and Hawaiian citizens appointed to take their places. 

5. That special privilege be given for the carrying 
of the mail. 

6. That property tax be increased. 

7. That an appropriation be appropriated for the 
Volcano Road. 

The various Sections were referred to the Committees 
with the exception of Section 6. Said Section was laid 
on the table. 

Kahananui read a Petition from Hana, containing 68 
signatures with the following prayers. 

That Government Schools be abolished and that Select 
Schools be established. 

That the animal tax be reduced. 

Referred to the Committees. 

J. I. Dowsett for the Committee on Claims reported 
on the Petition from A. K. Clark, the Postmaster General 
praying that he be relieved from all responsibility and 
that he should not be made to pay the sum of $214 .62 
that was stolen from him. 

The Committee recommended that he be held responsible 
and that it would be impossible to relieve hin. 

He shall be made to pay back the full amount stolen 
and that the Petition be tabled. 

On motion of Manini, the report of the Committee 


was adopted and the Petition was then tabled.

Knudsen for the Committee on Elections reported on 
the Petition opposing to the election of Nuuanu. 

The Committee held that no good reasons have been 
advanced to disqualify Nuuanu, and recommended that the 
Petition be tabled. 

The same Committee again reported on the Petition 
from North Kona opposing to the election of Kamalo. 

The Committee again held that no good reasons have 
been advanced to disqualify him, and recommended that 
the Petition be tabled. 

The report of the Committee was adoptea. 

Rhodes for the Committee on Public Improvements and 
Public Lands reported on the Petition from Hilo, praying 
that the Prisoners be put to work on the Roads. 


The Committee held that the prayer is absurd as the 


Prisoners are being worked on the Foads. 

In regard to the complaint that the Judges be not 
allowed to impose money fines as well as imprisonment 
fines upon the Prisoners. 

The Committee held that no good reasons have been 
advanced in favor of this measure, and recommended that 
it be tabled. 

The same Committee reported on the Petition asking 
for an appropriation for a Hospital at Hilo. 

The Committee held that the request was a proper one 
and that it be referred to the Committee on Finance for 
their consideration. 

The same Committee again reported on the Petition 
from Hilo praying that the Government Lands be freed, 
recommended that this Petition be tabled. 

The same Committee reported on the Petition from 
Hana praying that the mail hags be carried from Makawao 
to Wailuanui, recommended that the Petition be returned 
to the Member who introduced it, he to make the necessary 
inquiries of the Postmaster General, and report back to 
the House. 

All of the reports submitted by the Committee on 
Public Lands and Public Improvements were adopted. 

Hitchcock for the Committee on Agriculture and 
Manufacture reported on the Petition praying that Awa be 
sold free. 

The Committee recommended that the said Petition be 
tabled. 

On motion of Kahookaumaha, the report of the Com- 


mittee was adopted and the Petition was tabled.

of one District Judge, for the reason that said Districts 
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are remotely situated, the distance between North Kohala 
and South Kohala being 25 miles. 

It was laid on the table to be taken up for con- 
sideration with the item relating to said subject in the 
Appropriation Bill. 

Nuuanu read a Petition from a “Committee of 15" from 
the District of Hanalei, with the following prayers. 

1. That the Law which provides for six working days 
on roads be continued. 

2. That the horse tax be reduced to fifty cents. 

3. That Government Lands be opened. 

4. That a Law be provided dealing with personal pro- 
perties from foreign countries. 

5. That persons whose taxes are omitted from the 
Assessment Books be not collected. 

6. That Tax Assessors be authorized to issue Certi- 
ficates of Exemption. 

7. That the trial of Divorce Cases be heard by Dis- 
trict Judges. 

8. That the Law relating to Prostitution be 
abolished. 

9. That a tax of $5 be imposed on vagrant dogs. 

Certain Sections were tabled and the rest were 
referred to the Committees. 

Harris read a Petition from Hamakua, but as the 
Petition was not signed, it was returned to the Member 
who introduced it. 

Harris read a Petition from the Trustees of Punahou 
College asking that an endowment fund be provided, the 


interest from which shall be expended towards the 
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education of destitute children in said College. 

It was referred to the Committee on Public Instruc- 
tion. 

Kamalo read a Petition from Kaai, Clerk to the 
Governor of Hawaii during the years 1851 and 1852, 
praying that the unpaid balance of his salary for said 
years be paid to him. 

It was referred to the Committee on Claims. 

Kamalo read a Petition from North Kona containing 
61 signatures praying. 

Section 1. That the proceedings of all Government 
Offices be written in the Hawaiian Language. 

Section 2. do do. do. 

Section 3. That two Circuit Judges be appointed 
for the Island of Hawaii. 

Section 4. That the offices of District Judges be 
merged where practicable. 

Section 5. That habitual drunkard be not permitted 
to hold Government positions.

Pomaikai read a Petition from Honolulu containing 
61 signatures praying that horses be allowed to graze on 
the streets. 

It was tabled. 

Barenaba read a Petition from two of the witnesses 
that were subpoenaed from Puna praying that they be 
paid for answering to the Call from the House. 

On motion of Barenaba as amended by Dowsett it was 
voted that the Committee on Accounts be instructed to 
draw the sum of $4 from the Treasury, and that the sum 
of $2 each be paid to A. D. Kahananui and Kapai as 
travelling expenses of witnesses who answered to the 
Call from this House to testify on the Petition against 
the election of Makaioulu, the Member from the Puna, 
Hawaii.

station - considered with reference to the community in 
which they reside. 

4. Resolved, That we have the greatest confidence 
in the sagacity and discrimination of the King, and do not 
suppose that he would appoint Ministers, Governors or 
Judges, unworthy of the confidence of the Representatives 
of the people and of the Public generally; but that it 
rests with those or any other Officers to preserve that 
confidence by the manner they perform their public duties, 
and by their public and private virtues. And on these 
evidences the Representatives of the people, in common 
with the Public generally, relying on their own 
sagacity and discrimination, assume to judge of every 
public servant. 

5. Resolved, That the Members of this House, speaking 
for themselves as well as for their constituencies, 
yield to none in a respectful consideration of, and 
attention to, any recommendation from the Throne, in
